That means, that the Gordian’ knot 
would not be cut if Bonn decided to 
recognise the GDR imnıediately, Tho 
SED is well aware that rhere would have 
to be anı agreement on Berlin at the same 
time as recognition. The four powers will

No pressing matter 


Diplomatic recognition of the GDR by 
Bonn is far less urgent to the SED thar 
the party maintğins, But that İS not so 
nuch bound up with the financial adyun- 
tages in inte-German trade that the GDR 
would lose after full diplonuti recogni- 
tion.
